I truly thank God tonight from 
the very depths of my soul for

If the Holy Ghost is burn- 
ing in your soul as_ it 
should be, sooner or later the 
fire from your life will begin to 
spread and you will not be 
alone, Praise the Lord.

As we look around us and see 
the luxury on every hand, the 
educated young people who 
are living lives of ease and com- 
fort, spending their strength and 
talents for the world, and 
worldly pleasures, how we covet 
them for the Lord. I wonder 
if there are any of this kind in 
Church of God homes. 

I well remember aboute one 
and a half years. ago, when I 
was making preparations for 
my precious little daughter to 
gO away to college, I took her 


‘aside and said to her, “Ruby, I 


had rather lay you out in your 
casket and place you beneath 
the sod than to know you were 
going away to be educated for 
any other purpose, than the 
service of the Lord.” 

This summer during vacation 
time I asked her what she 
thought she would like to do 
when she was through school. 
Then she related some very 
touching incidents in the lives 
of some of the mountain girls 
and boys who were sent there 
to school, and she said, “I think 
I would like to goand teach 
them.” I want to tell you, this 
was like music to my ears, and 
just a etype of subwered pray- 
er. 

Some of the brightest minds 
and strongest characters come 
from these mountain homes 
and we need money and work- 
ers to go into these neglected 
fields, to open up schools, and 
educate them as well as lead 
them to Jesus Christ. 

Some of our Church -of God 
people are not in favor of educa- 
tion, but there.is a great need of 
consecrated, educated young 
men and women today to carry 
this gospel into all the world. 

Then we need workers to go 


{into the cities; where thousands 


of poor souls are groping in 
midnight darkness and sin, only 
waiting the touch of some gen- 


tle hand to lead them out of a 
life of shame and sorrow. 

In nearly every town -and 
city we hear a-class oi people 
say, “I cannot go to church. [ 
cannot dress well enough, the 
people would not want me,” and 
this is true to a great extent. 
The average denominational 
church today is only a _ so- 
cial organization, and _ they 
are not very particular about 
receiving a certain class 
of people. Now I want you to 
understand, what I mean when 
I say the average church. There 
are exceptions, of course. 

We need workers to go into 
these places and love these peo- 
ple into the kingdom, they are 
starving for love, and this is 
the only bait we can use for 
them. They have been kicked 
and cuffed around, until they 
are hardened against everything 
else but love. Their faith has 
been tried by mankind until it 
will take much wisdom and 
prayer to win them. 

Then we need evangelistic 
parties to go together into city 
after city, find a good decent 
place to hold a meeting and 
stay there until victory comes. 
‘Of.course this takes money, but 
the cattle ona thousand hills 
belong to the Lord, and when 
we get in dead earnest about 
this thing, I believe the money 
will come to do the work He 
would have us do. If it does 
not there is something wrong 
somewhere, for He has prom- 
ised that He will supply all our 
needs, 


Then there is a great need 
through our country districts. 
Many of our school houses are 
open for meetings and the peo- 


’) ple would heartily support them 


if there were workers to go. We 
often read through the Evangel 
of some field where they have 
a place of worship but no pas- 
tor, and they are caHing and 
pleading for soul food, 

As we are thinking on these 
things, and perhaps even now 
are planning to go, let us_ stop 
for a moment and hear the gen- 
tle whisper of our Lord, “Be 
hold I send you forth as sheep 
in the midst of wolves: be ye 
therefore wise as serpents and 











harmless as doves.” 


I hope you will pardon me 


if I say that we have not always 
been wise in our dealings with 
men: and may I very tenderly 
and lovingly say that sometimes 
we have been too narrow along 
the way. 

If we could but see into ‘the 
hearts of many of the members 
of our denominational churches, 
we would see hearts of gold, 
and to lead them into the deep- 
er truths of the gospel we must 
be wise in our dealings with 
them. 

If we are in a neighborhood 
where there is no Church of 
God, go to the best church you 
can find, take part in the Sun- 
day school and other services, 
testify of God’s love to you and 
your love to Him. You do not 
need to bring in anything that 
would antagonize, “Do unto oth- 
ers aS you would have them do 
unto you.” 


We Church of God people 
would not like for other 
churches to come into our 


church and teach some _ doc- 
trine for which our church does 
not stand. So let us bear this 
in mind. There is always a way 
for us to get in our testimony 
without antagonizing. 

I knew a woman who had the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, and 
was by peculiar circumstances 
compelled to stay in one of 
the denominational churches. 
She had a S. S. class of seventy- 
five women, but was not al- 
lowed to teach sanctification or 
the baptism! of the Holy Ghost. 
The women were very fond of 
her and visited a great deal in 
her home, and there she had 
the privilege of giving her tes- 
timony onthe deeper truths. 
One of the members said one 
day, ‘““You didn’t need to tell us 
you had an experince we didn’t 
have. We knew it.” When she 
left that place ten months 
later, seven in the class were 
seeking the Holy Ghost and 

many others hungry. Praise 
the Lord. I hear some one say, 
that is compromising. Oh, no, 
dear ones, it is just being wise 
as our precious Lord told. us to 
be. 

There is another side to this 
question. We must be wise 
along another line. There is 
maich worldliness in the church 





| and we must know how to

sweetly refuse to have anything 
to do with it, It is by standing 
in the spirit of meekness against 
these things, that we are able 
to make men see the _ sweet- 
ness in a life separated from the 
world. A_ driving, dictatorial 
spirit will never win. 


' Then all through our towns 
and cities and scattered through 
our rural districts, we find Pen- 
tecostal people, many of them 
are precious souls, and really 
have a good experience, but 
just haven’t had the light on 
the Church, and perhaps do not 
see with us on some doctrinal 
points. We must deal very 
wisely and tenderly with them; 
and in love make them see that 
we are really in dead earnest 
and they may see the light on 
the Church; and if they don’t, 
be nice to them any way. The 
only way we are ever going to 
win this lost world to Jesus 
Christ, is by having the fruit of 
the Spirit manifested in our 
lives. 

We go into a new place and 
perhaps there are numbers of 
different beliefs, from Christian 
Science on down the line of 
false religions and _ doctrines; 
and of course people just think, 
Oh well, here comes another, 
and will give little heéd to you 
until you have won your way 
into their hearts ‘by your life. 
Men and women everywhere 
are looking for the genuine, 
and you may have to be patient 
and longsuffering until you win 
the victory. These things can- 
not be accomplished in a day. 
The King’s business requireth 
haste, and yet it requireth pa- 
tient waiting also, 

If the Church of God expects 
to get the light of this glorious 
latter rain into all the world, 
it is high time we were getting 
together and formulating some 
plans by which to doit. We 
have been among the favored 
ones who have. been blessed! 
with this wonderful light that 
is shining down upon us in 
these last days; and we who 
have received and ‘understand 
are the only ones He can trust 
to carry it.

I have just visited the Berry 
School, two and one half miles 
irom Rome, Ga. 


This is a fine school. One is 
greatly Melighted to meet such 
a large number of fine young 
men in overalls, and to note the 
welcome and glad expression on 


their faces. The teacher and 
clerks all have an air of pleas- 
antness that you seldom meet 


elsewhere, 


They have about 5,000 acres 
of land in this school farm. The 
institution provides work of 
different kinds. Some work on 
the farm, ‘some in the dairy, 


some in the laundry and others 
in the shops. 


There are about 240 boys 
from, many different states, and 
about 200 girls. No one is ac- 
cepted in this school who has 
any bad habits; such as smok- 
ing, chewing or any kind of 
profanity. 


Boys who have no money car 
come to this school and work 
four months, and then go to 
school eight months. They board 
there all the time, and many 
have graduated. They have 
systematic farming and their 
teachers are among the best. 


Miss Berry has given her life 
to help others, and surely she 
has made a success of it. 


Any boy or girl who wants to 
get an education woukd do well 
to come to this school.
